Some people are «determined to do something for the 
farmer, particularly the cotton farmer. 
We hear of an 
effort made before the interstate commerce commission 
to «suspend the present regulations which provide that cob- 
ton must be compressed at the first press passed in «hijf 
ping. 
This suspension of regulations would not effect 
the cotton planter as much as the otHfer agencies involved 
in the marketing of cotton, but it would serve to concen­ 
trate the marketing at a few points, would work consid­ 
erable hardship on every smaller community in the South, 
and would aid no one, except the few who might own the 
*onipresses at the concentration centers. 
in congress, the farm organizations are hardly able to 
defeat agitation seeking the elimination of government re­
